WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Nixon welcomed Canadian 
Prime Minister Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau today as the "first offi- 
cial visitor" of his administra- 
tion and stressed the common 
ties of friendship binding the 
neighboring countries. 


Rain forced the welcoming 


ceremonies indoors. But there 
were trumpet flourishes and a 
military honor guard lining the 
driveway 
as the 
49-year-old 


bachelor prime minister arrived 
at the White House to begin 
talks with Nixon and a round of 
social activities. 


Nixon said the friendship of 


many years between Canada 
and the United States does not 
stem from a totality of agree- 
ments, but "lively diversity" is 
the hallmark of that friendship. 


Nixon said there might be 


some 
differences but, as 


friends, the two countries can 
discuss them "and find in most 
instances a common ground," 
that may provide an even better 
solution. 


Exchange Greetings 


He and Trudeau stood on the 


stage in the East Ballroom, be- 
neath a glittering chandelier for 
the 
exchange 
of welcoming 


speeches. A few hundred Cana- 
dians on hand jammed corri- 
dors and the ballroom. 


They applauded Trudeau, and 


waved U.S. and Canadian flags. 


Nixon cited the sharing of a 


common border, common law, 
common language and common 
characteristics and "a very pre- 
cious asset—the asset of friend- 
ship" between the two coun- 
tries. 


He told Trudeau he hoped he 


can make him "feel as much at 
home as my wife and so many 
hundreds of thousands of Ameri- 
cans have been welcomed when 
we visited there (Canada) as 
private citizens." 


Mrs. Nixon did not participate 


in the ceremonies. But she and 
the President will welcome him 
at a white tie dinner tonight- 
first formal state dinner of the 
Nixon administration. 


Trudeau, making his first offi- 


cial visit here, expressed thanks 
for "the very cordial welcome" 
and said he appreciates Nixon 
according him this honor.

There are two kinds of mil- 
lionaires in the United States: 
those who pay federal income 
taxes and those who don't. In 
the latter group there were 21 
last year. 


How is it possible, you ask 


as you reach for your check- 
book after a losing bout with 
Form 1040, to have an income 
of more than $1 million a year 
and yet not pay any federal 
income tax? 


The method most favored 


by untaxed millionaires is to 
give away things that have 
grown in value since they 
were acquired. Stocks, real 
estate, a share of the donor's 
business, art objects — all are 
good for this treatment. 


The current value of the gift 


is deducted from income sub- 
ject to taxation. So it's quite 
possible to reduce taxable 
income to zero. 


One return cited in a recent 


Treasury 
Department study 


showed adjusted gross income 
of $10.8 million, contributions 
totaling $10.5 million and oth- 
er deductions of $400.000-plus. 
No taxable income and hence 
no tax. 


Another taxpayer's adjusted 


gross income of $4.3 million 
was erased by $4.5 million 
deductions, including $4 mil- 
lion in contributinos. 


No Ironclad Rule 


Ordinarily, a taxpayer may 


deduct no more than 30 per 
cent of his income for chant- 
able gifts. But it's not an 
ironclad rule 


A special exception allows 


the claiming of contributions 
without limit if in 8 of 
the 


past 10 years the taxpayer's 
contributions plus his taxes 
have added up to 90 per cent 
or more of income. 


One aspect of these gifts 


that bothers those seeking 
reform of the tax laws is that 
it is legal for Mr. Rich to

foundation run by his family. 


And perhaps the contribu- 


tion to the Rich Foundation is 
a share of Mr. Rich's busi- 
ness.

The following instructions are given for the information and guidance of voters- 


Upon entering the polling place, an elector shall give his name and address beforp receiving the ballot from the ballot 
clerk. The initials of 2 ballot clerks must appear on the ballot. Upon receiving the ballot, the elector shall retire alone 
to a voting booth and mark his ballot. A ballot clerk may inform the elector of the proper manner for marking a ballot, 
but he shall not in any manner advise or indicate for whom to vote. 


At a nonpartisan election, the elector shall place a cross cr other mark in the square at the right of the candidate's name 
for each office for whom he intends to vote, or insert or write in the name of his choice for a candidate. 


On referenda questions, the elector shall make a cross or other mark in the square at the right of the answer which he 


intends to give. 


If the elector spoils a ballot, he shall return it to an election official who shall issue another in its place, but not more 
than 3 ballots shall be issued to any one elector. Not more than 5 minutes' time shall be allowed to mark the ballot. Un- 
official ballots or a memorandum to assist the elector in marking his ballot may be taken into the booth and copied. 


The sample ballot shall not be shown to anyone so as to reveal how the ballot is marked 


After the official ballot is marked, it shall be folded so the inside marks do not show but so the printed indorsements 
and ballot clerks' initials on the outside do show.

ically." 


In his two hour speech, 


Castro, it is reported, left no 
doubt that he meant mass 
execution by firing 
squads 


which have already eliminated 
thousands of Cubans since he 
came into power. 


To be included in his pro- 


gram of elimination are "the 
youngsters without any educa- 
tion, without knowledge, with- 
out culture, without consci- 
ence." A l s o , the common 
criminal is to be included in 
this program. 


This statement by Castro 


leads me to believe that the 
situation in Cuba is not as 
glorious as Professor McHale 
would like to have us believe. 
Also, this statement by Castro 
makes me wonder as to where 
Professor McHale obtains his 
information on Cuba for the 
many reports that I have read 
and heard have left a much 
darker picture of Cuba in my 
mind. For instance, Professor 
McHale speaks of the redistri- 
bution of income. I have 
before me these figures: "The 
per capita income (Cuba) has 
declined from $422 a year in 
1958 to $415 in 1968 (This is 
good?). 


Professor McHale speaks of 


intellectual freedom — Czech- 
oslovakian style. In a speech 
delivered last year on the 
eighth anniversary 
o f 
the 


establishment of his Commit- 
tee for the Defense of the 
Revolution C a s t r o berated 
Cuban university students for 
their opposition to his policies, 
especially his backing of the 
Russian invasion of Czechoslo- 
vakia. (This is intellectual 
freedom?) 


According to the article in 


The Post-Crescent, Professor 
McHale stated: "Taken alto- 
gether, what Fidel Castro has 
managed to do in Cuba is to 
really bring about the begin- 
ning of a radical social revolu- 
tion that is presently solidly 
supported." If Castro's pro- 
grams are so "solidly support- 
ed" by the people of Cuba, 
why is it that hundreds of 
thousands of Cubans have fled 
to the United States and other 
countries, and daily, many 
more are still trying to escape 
from Castro's Cuba?

read but Communist propa- 
ganda."

McHale's talk was 


With all of the unrest and 
violence on our campuses to- 
day, Communist propaganda is 
one thing that must be elimi- 
nated. When our educators 


defy the leaders of govern- 
ments who advocate and prac- 
tice the suppression 
of the 


people's freedoms and rights, 
the killing of those who oppose 
them and oftentimes the mass 
murder of those who do not fit 
in their plans; what can we 
expect of the students who 
study under them?

SOME EXEMPTIONS 


QUESTIONABLE 


Both are evidently respond- 


ing to an awareness of the 
increasing a n x i e t y among 
ordinary men and women of 
Wisconsin about the wieght of 
property tax burdens and the 
realization t h a t they are 
heavier than they would other- 
wise be because of the num- 
erous, 
often 
doubtful, 
and 


often quite indefinsible ex- 
emptions. Carelss legislators 
introduced such exemptions 
over a period of many years 
at the behest of influential or 
persuasive pressure g r o u p s 
that always belittle the fiscal 
consequences of their own pet 
exemption objectives. 


The cumulative effect of 


page after page of exemptions 
in the bulky Wisconsin statues 
is obviously enormous. It is 
also discriminatory. In some 
smaller cities it may not be 
important. But in some of the 
larger communities of Wiscon- 
sin it would not be surprising 
to find, in a thorough and 
objective 
review, that 
the 


equivalent of a fourth to a 
third of the property value is 
immunized from the attentions 
ot the tax assessor by law. 


Obviously, the effect of such 


practices is to divert the tax- 
paying responsibility to those 
i emaining property o w n e r s 
who w e r e not influential 


enough or lucky enough or 
bold enough to get exemptions 
for themselves. 
IMPOSES TAX B U R D E N 


The transference of the tax 


burden through such special 
privilege laws has been in* 
e r e asingly appreciated by 
municipal officials as their 
task of raising valuations and 
raising levies on the non- 
exempt properties within their 
jurisdictions has become more 
and more difficult and politi- 
cally dangerous. 


Thus the League of Wiscon- 


sin Municipalities a few years 
ago successfully sponsored a 
law to set up a joint legislative 
committee on tax exemptions. 
It has done good and objective 
work — in examining critically 
the flow of new proposals and 
often succeeding 
in killing 


them by writing factual and 
hard-hitting reports for the 
guidance of the liegislature as 
a whole. 


But the committee has not 


attempted, and doubtless does 
not have the facilities, 
to 


make a retrospective exami- 
nation of exemptions, 
with 


critical reports on the scores 
upon scores of examples of tax 
favoritism already written into 
the law over a period of many 
earlier years. 
SOME ITEMS FAVORED 


But the tax privilege issue is 


not confined to the property 
tax, although that is perhaps 
the most notorious and most 
offensive example for most 
persons. 


Many taxpayers resent what 


they feel is the favored status 
of some items in the excise 
tax list, such as beer, which is 
scarcely t o u c h e d and has 
borne only a nominal tax 
liability since the repeal of 
prohibition. 


There are problems in the 


exemptions under the income 
tax law. 


Some years ago a daring 


legislator thought a range for 
the legislature to get some 
notion of what it was giving 
away by exempting coopera- 
tive forms of economic organi- 
sation and businesses from the 
income tax law. He asked only 
that such organizations file 
information returns with the 
State Tax Department. He did 
not propose that 
they be 


taxed, but that the legislature 
and the people be informed of 
the amount of the exemption. 


But 
even 
that 
innocuous 


proposal w a s throttled to 
death in a hurry by the 
beneficiaries w h o obviously 
felt 
that such 
information 


given to the tax-liable public 
would be dangerous to their 
own interests.

Why Students Protest

This letter is on the subject 


of student unrest in our uni- 
versities and is written, at 
least in part, in reaction to 
letters like those from the 
"Father of a 10 Year Old" and 
others of a similar nature 
which assume a good deal 
more about the problem than 
the facts justify.

have a son in college, gradu- 
ated with honors from one 
si ate university and now a 
straight "A" student in gradu- 
ate school. 


Without naming the particu- 


lar branch of the University of 
Wisconsin involved, let me say 
that my son chose the school 
he is now attending because it 
had been given the authority 
to proceed in setting up a first 
rate graduate school for the 
subjects in which he is inter- 
ested and, indeed, it had 
a l r e a d y accomplished the 
goals of procuring the neces- 
sary top-rate staff, facilities, 
grants for fellowships, etc. My 
son therefore had every reason 
to believe that he could obtain 
his doctorate, as well as his 
master's degree, from this 
school without the necessity of 
making additional costly relo- 
cations 
of his home 
and 


family. 


He no sooner established 


himself near the university, 
however, when the CCHE, 
under the direction of Angus 
Roth well, making a sudden 
move which it sought neither 
to explain nor justify, reversed 
the o r i g i n a l decision and 
washed out a graduate school 
program at a point where 
practically all of the expendi- 
tures necessary to establish it 
had already been made. 


My son is not the only 


student involved in the hard- 
ships that this wasteful action 
by a group of non-functional 
people has precipitated. There 
are probably hundreds. Do 
they have a right to be upset? 
What about the staff of ex- 
perts recruited to set up a 
first rate graduate school and 


now left hanging a vacuum? 
Do they have a right to be 
upset? Do they have a right to 
protest? 


Tell me, "Father," is a 


university a place where a 
student goes to become an 
"untouchable" at the bottom 
of a social pyramid with the 
CCHE and Angus Rothwell or 
his counterpart at the apex, 
handing down functionally ir- 
relevant edicts, which the stu- 
dent must accept without a 
murmur? Or, is a university a 
place where students go as 
customers to purchase a pro- 
duct, education, and who, 
therefore, have a right to 
demand that they get a quality 
product with the attendant 
service in just the same way 
that you demand quality and 
service 
when you go the 


grocery store or any other 
retail outlet? 


Let's stop injecting irrele- 


vancies into the picture. If I 
wanted my son to learn disci- 
pline for —discipline's sake, I 
would hope that he would 
make a career in the armed 
forces where they have the 
best experts on the subject to 
teach it. 


If you want to be comfort- 


able in your 
self-assurance 


that everything is hunkey-dory 
in the administration of our 
educational 
institutions 
and 


that the unrest is inspired 
solely by a group of profes- 
sional malcontents and is not a 
sign of a genuine failure on 
the part of these institutions to 
deliver an educational pro- 
gram 
which is functionally 


relevant to the age in which we 
live and the means whereby 
we live, go ahead and bury 
your head in the sand. And 
then, in an age in which the 
organization of these institu- 
tions in as anachronistic as a 
Sumerian chariot would be in 
outer space, go ahead with 
your resolve to send your son 
to the most anachronistic of 
them all.

Urgent Situation 


Asst. Atty. Gen. Richard W 


McLaren said the suit, under 
the Celler-Kefauver Amendmen 
to the Clayton Antitrust Act, is 
being filed now because the situ 
ation is too urgent to wait for 
new legislation. 


If unchecked, McLaren said, 


such mergers as between LTV 
and Jones & Laughlin will result 
in ever-growing concentrations 
of economic power by fewer and 
fewer persons relatively uncon- 
trolled by government or compe- 
tition. 


LTV said it was confident the 


acquisition of J&L did not vio- 
late "existing antitrust legisla- 
tion" and that "the courts will 
vindicate LTV's action." 


Before initiating the takeover 


• Jones & Laughlin had no com- 
ment on the matter. 


McLaren, to back up his 


warnings of dangerous econom 
ic concentrations, cites figures 
showing that the 200 largest cor 
porations controlled 58.7 per 
cent of the nation's manufactur- 
ing assets in 1967, compared to 
48 per cent held by the top 200 in 
1948. 


The merger pace continued to 


accelerate last year with 4,462 
acquisitions, a record high that 
almost doubled the 2,975 of 1967. 


Johnson administration offi- 


cials proposed new legislation to 
curb conglomerates after indi- 
cating existing laws were inade- 
quate to regulate much of their 
activities. 


McLaren denied this assump- 


tion, but said that even if it 
were so, he is willing to risk los- 
ing "a case or two" if it will 
help halt "merger-mania."
